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eight or nine Years of Age, I became the Talk of 
the Country, and ſeveral Gentlemen had Thoughts 
of deſiring Sir Richard Steele (whom I often had the 
Honour to entertain in private) to recommend me to 
Drury-Lane Houſe; but how they came to drop 
their Reſolution, I cannot determine, I had, at that 
Time, the Honour of waiting upon the Right Rev. 
Dr. Smallbroke's (then Lord Biſhop of St. David's)

I was ſoon famous in Briſtol for my fine Voice,

(between the Carolinians and the Indians) and they 


are oblig'd to ſecure themſelves, leſt the wild Indians 


ſhould make Excurſions upon them ; but the Report 
of a Cannon frightens the Indians to that Degree, 


that they ſeldom care to come within a League of 
any Place where any Cannon are planted. 


It would be needleſs for me to give an Account of 


the Country, being incapable of ſuch an Underta- 


king, But, to me, the Country was the moſt de- 


lightful in the World, abounding with every thing 
very plentiful. I lived like a petty King, paſſing 


away my Time in the beſt Families of the Province ; 


particularly at Charles HilPs, Eſq; Colonel William 


BulPs, and Mr. Whittaker's, the (then) King's At- 


| torney General. The Ladies and Families circum-

My not being at Prayers, the Day we ſet fail,

2X Purpoſe ; the Bird was flown, The firſt welcome

Truth of it, a Perſon aſſured them, that I was met 


in the River, and in a Boat row'd by four Men. 
My Maſter ſtorm'd and ſwore, when he heard the 


Nes, but that avail'd him but little, Putting me 
iin the News-Papers would have been of no Manner 
Hof Signification, becauſe I was on Ship-board ; ſo 
that he had no Remedy, but that of fretting ; and 
tho' he did not value me, for the Widow's Sake, when 
with him, yet he miſs'd me, when gone; and as ſoon 
as he found out where Captain Whitefielts Wife 
_* hv'd, he went and bully'd the poor Woman, telling 
b her, he would make her Huſband pay 500 Pounds 
for taking me away, and that an Action ſhould be 
7 clapp'd upon his Back the Moment he came homc. 
In ſhort, this and ſome opprobrious Language, aſ- 
frighted the poor unhappy Woman to that Degree, 
that ſhe fell ill, and died ſoon afterwards, I have 
often ſince Thought myſelf unhappy, for being the 
E Occaſion of the Death of that unfortunate Perſon.

t ſet fail in four or five Days, and Charles Hill, 
FX the Merchant, gave me an Invitation to come to his 
FX Country-Seat, which was about four Miles from 
IE Charleflown : I accordingly went there, and agreed 
to teach two of his Daughters to ſing (this was to 
prevent my miſtruſting any Scheme that was laid 
=E againſt me) I likewiſe ſome Weeks before had taught 
Colonel Bulls two Daughters, vis. Elizabeth and 
XX Charlotte ; ſo that I thought now of nothing but be- 
ing eſtabliſhed in the Country, But herein I was 
2X miſtaken, for upon the 22d of February, Captain 
ie Whitefield, and fix Men, came to Mr. Hill's, laid 
Hands upon me, and carried me to the Boat, from 
fthence down the River, and ſo on board the Old 
Carolina, which lay at Anchor about a Mile below 
"XX Charleſtown, Mr. Hill's Lady ſhed a great many 
Tears at my being ſeized; and my Heart was ſo 
full of Sorrow, that it was ſome Time before I 
could fay one Word, or give my Paſſion vent; fo 
at laſt gave a looſe to my Paſſion by calling Mr. 
M pbiteſeld all the Villains, Rogues, and the worſt 
Language I could think of. He ſeeing me in ſuch 
an Agony, did all that lay in his Power to make me 
Xx eaſy, and then diſcloſed the whole Affair to me, 
concerning what happened at Briſtol after my leaving 
it, and the Trouble that would befal him if I was 
not delivered back.

The Thoughts of going to Briſtol (a Place which 
my Soul abhorr'd) and leaving Miſs Winifred D—g, 
who was my Heart's Darling, behind me, almoſt di- 
ſtated me. Had it been in my Power, I would have 


given the World to have ftay'd with her, whom J 


thought to be the moſt beautiful, inoffenſive, and the 
beſt temper'd young Lady breathing. One Inſtance of 


her Good-Nature I can never forget: One Day (when 


ſhe was at Briſtol) ſhe came Home from paying a 


Viſit, and having her beſt Ear-Rings on, I wanted 


to ſve them out of her Ears; ſhe did not Care to 


take them out ; but I inſiſted upon it, and in taking 
them out I loſt one of the Drops, which never could 


be found, and it coſt her fifteen Guineas to match 
the other, The harſheſt Word I had for loſing the 
Drop, was Naughty Bay. 


But I was born to be unfortunate; and now did 


not care what became of me. I often wiſh'd that a 
Spaniſh Guarda Cofia would come and attack us, 


and take us any where, rather than to Briſtol: And 


I found a great deal of Difference between our Out- 


ward-bound and Homeward- bound Pallager ; not 
but that I liv'd as the Captain did.

5 
pon the 26th of April, 1735, Effex Meyrich, 
Eſq; (a Pembrokeſhire Gentleman) and his new-marri- 
ed Lady, came to Roſs, in their Way to home Wales;

well dreſs'd, I was reſolved that Partheniſſa ſhould 
ſee them. I ran to her, and told her, if ſhe came to

and went down the Town; and in about an Hour 
or two, (knowing her to be at the Milliner's) I went 
up and fat with her Mother, I faid feveral Things 
to her, but ſhe ſat ſmoaking her Pipe, and made no 
Manner of Anſwer. I could not imagine the Meaning 
of it, ſo left her abruptly. I met the Maid, and

Il went Home, almoſt diſtracted with the Thoughts

| (fee No. IX.) and directed it backwards, (a Method 
ſhe taught me) ſo I gave it her at Mrs. Birch's. I 
went at Twelve o'Clock that Night, and es ha

From the Time that I had received my Money 
from the Pariſh, Miſs (at her Mother's Deſire) be- 
came my Caſh-keeper; ſo that I only ſpent what ſhe 
thought proper : And when I was going to Mon- 
muthſhire, the gave me a Guinea, telling me, *twas 
enough in Conſcience, as long as I was to lye at 
her Brother's Houſe ; and withal charged me, not to 
ſtay above a Week, during whick Time ſhe would 
make a Viſit to the Miſs Clarkes, After Vows of 
Conſtancy between us, as uſual, I went to Mon- 
muthſhire ; where, by this Time, Mr. Richard F—s 
Marriage was declared for the following Reaſon.

Upon this we were called down to Dinner: The

Conſtable, Mrs. J—gs Villain, and young 
Maſter Dicky my Rival, who, by his Mammy's Or- 
der, had put on his Papa- 8 Hanger, to make him look 
big. Mrs. J—s, and two or three Plough-Boys, 
gave three or four Huzzas, for Joy, at my ſetting | 
out for Monmouth, and I faid no more to her at part- 
ing, than, 7 The Devil go with thee; and may all the 
Curſes contained in the Hundred and Ninth Pſalm, be- 
fal thee, and attend thy Muſhroom Family, - 

Upon the Road to Monmouth I could not help ru- 
minating upon the old Song;

1 muſt do that Juſtice to my Rival, he uſed me 
very civilly; and when I came into the Priſon we 
- drank together, but I could not eat any thing with 
him, having my Stomach full already. And when 
the Gaoler's Wife heard me ſay, I could not eat any 
Thing, the told me in a very inſolent Manner, pecu- 
liar to herſelf, That ſhe would warrant me a good 
Stomach, if I ſtayed there any conſiderable Time.

The Letter to the old Lady was a whole Sheer,

Miſs's Letter: When ſhe took it, ſhe told him, it

We Monmouth- 
hire Fuftices, replied Mr. S—, can do any but make 
Apples and Pears ; and I do afſure I would not take a 
Thouſand Pound Bail to ſet him at Liberty, becauſe 
Madam P. is too deeply concern'd in it. Mr. J. was 
ſenſible, that, upon Occaſion, old S. would have

That, and ſome other 
Reaſons, made me for ſome Time paſſive : Not but 
that I moſt certainly was in the worſt Jail in the 
Kingdom (I mean as to myſelf) and found it to be 
ſo for the following Reaſon.

Birth, whoſe F athier was a Setter, or Bailiff's Folloy- 
er.

After ſhe liv'd there 
ſome Time, ſhe quitted the Service of a fooliſh Ma- 
ſter, and a drunken Miſtreſs ; kept, as long as ſhe 
could be truſted with any Thing, a Pedlar's Stall at 
U (an inland Town in Monmouthſhire) where, being 
timorous of Sheriffs Warrants, Cc. ſhe withdrew 
from thence, none could tell where, till the was ſeen 
in the Capacity of a Servant at Monmouth Jail. The 
Jailor being her Kinſman, and ſhe pretty tractable 
(after he had—— ) married her, All this I heard 
from a Priſoner, at my firſt coming in, 

I enter'd myſelf as a Boarder (as ſoon as I came 
from Newport (with the * thinking to ingratiate 
myſelf into his Wife's Favour; knowing her as well 
as him, to be inſolent, but not unlike their Grand 
Maſter, good- natur d when pleas'd. There were three 
Boarders beſides myſelf, and each of us paid Ten i 
Shillings a Week, The Sheets my Chum and ! 1 
lay in were as coarſe as a Nutmeg-grater, and , 
the Colour of the Owner's Face, which I cannot [

compare to any thing, excepting damag'd Ginger- 
| bread. Every Boarder was oblig'd to have a Quart 
of Ale or Cyder at Dinner, w hich made Iwo Shil- 
lings and Four Pence per Week more. No Boarder 
was allow'd any Small Beer, at Supper or Breakfaſt ; 
ſo that they muſt either drink Water, or buy Ale, 
Sc. no one being allow'd to ſend cut for any Sort of 
Liquor, But what I thought moſt monſtrous, was 
the Jailor and his Wife, and very often ſeveral of 
his Relations, at Dinner drank of our Liquor, and 
never offer'd to pay a Doit, nor call for any in upon 
their own Account: So that it is no Wonder how 
that Villain came to get fo much Money, felling

Lantillio Croſenny, They informed and aſſured me,

So, added they, 
what the Fellow has done now, is by Compulſion, 
and Mr. P. tho' under the Roſe, is at all the Expence 
himſelf: So that if the Fellow had not followed his 
Maſter's Dinections, he muſt have ſtarved, 
This Uſage from a Fool of Fortune's favouring, 
who was ſo knaviſh withal that he'd pay no Debts ; 
he has been forced to ſkip from Surrey to Middleſex, 
from thence to Kent, and alternately around, being 
fearful of Sheriffs Officers : This Ulage, I ſay once 


more, from a Scoundrel of no Manner of Principle, 


and one who was a Scandal to a Bailiff's Follower, 

gave me no ſmall Uneaſineſs; and if he had had not 
a Micropthalmy in his Eyes, he muſt have had an 
Incertitude of his Siſter's Actions, from the ſtrong 
inuendo s given him concerning her. 

[ have before mentioned, in the Beginning of theſe 
Memoirs, in how indecent a Manner he behaved to- 
wards her, at a Lime that my Soul was ravithed 
with incredible Delight in gazing at her.

On Friday the 26th of Fuly, I returned to Mon- 
mouth with the ſame Companions. 

1 had been a Priſoner in Monmouth eight Weeks 
before I acquainted my Siſters with the diſagreeable 
Situation of my Affairs; and the Day before I went 
to Chepſtow, I received a Letter from my eldeſt Sif. 
ter (to whom Partheniſſa has wrote two, which Let- 
ters, as well as all the reſt, I am ready to'produce) 
telling me, that my youngeſt would be with me in a 
few Days from Carmarthen, | . 

If it had been my (good or bad) Fortune to have 
married Partheniſſa, and to have lived ever fo well, 
my Siſters, I am poſitive, never would have been 
troubleſome, nor would they have expected any thing 
from us. And as the Hopes of ſeeing either of them, 
(if ever they came that Way) at a Home of my own 
was fruſtrated, I was _ unwilling to be ſeen by 

my neareft Blood in a Priſon, I immediately ſent my 
youngeſt Siſter a Letter, begging of her to lay aſide 
the Thoughts of coming to Monmouth, being a long 

Journey; and farther aſſured her, I ſhould be re- 
leaſed in a ſhort Time: My Letter proved of no Ef- 
fect; her Reſolution of coming was fixed, becauſe 
the thought my Caſe to be more dangerous than by

On Saturday the 17th, as I was playing at Fives 

with - B—d, Eſq; and Mr. V. P. jun. both of 
the Foreſt of Dean, the Turnkey called to me, tell- 
ing me that there was a Gentlewoman who deſired to 
| ſpeak with me: I ran up, and who, to my agreea- 

ble Surprize, ſhould it be, but my Siſter, _ 
She burſt into Tears, which Sight I could not 
bear, ſo defired her to fit down in my Room till I had 
returned the Gentlemen Thanks for their Viſit, 

My Siſter expreſſed herſelf well pleaſed to find the 
Matter not of fo ill Conſequence as 'twas reported 
down in the South of Wales, But why would you 
| come 
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come here, ſaid I, after I had in my Letter defired you 
to ſuſpend your Fourney ? There were different Re- 
ports ſpread about our Town, replied ſhe, and I was 
afraid that your Caſe was like one M-es, and Miſs 
S—e of Lowhadden, in Pembrokeſhire, My Heart, 
continued ſhe, was in a drooping Condition, till T 
came to Abergavenny, where I heard that your pre- 
cious Devil Partheniſſa ought to be confined with you, 
if ſhe had her Deſerts, That indeed revived me. 
I bave brought, added ſhe, two Letters with me in 
Bebalf of our Family, and your Character; the one 
from John Ph-ps, Eſq; Receiver-General of South 
Wales, to Edmund Berry, E/q; and another from 
— W-s, Eſq; to T. M. of Penllwyn, Eſq; both 
which Letters ſhall be delivered out of Hand. —_ 
My Siſter's Stay in Monmouth was ſomething above 
a Fortnight, during which Time my Siſter and the 


Gaoler's Wife were as great as Spittlefield Weavers. 


She at that Time gave me kind Looks and good 
Words; and as ſoon as my Siſter returned to Car- 
marthen, ſhe ſent her a Preſent of Tea. he 

At length, after an Impriſonment of 16 Weeks, 
thro! the Interceſſion of Mr. Philips, Mr. Berry ac- 
cepted of the firſt Bail offered, in order for my Ap- 
pearance at the next Seſſions which was to be held 
at Caerleon upon Uſk, in the fame County, = 
A Stranger may wonder how the Seſſions ſhould 
be held at ſo many different Towns in the ſame Coun- 
ty: That Query is ſoon reſolved. The Lord Lieu-

I gave him a Note with Pleaſure, eager of being 
at Liberty; and at my going out, I aſked him for ny 
Horſe-whip, which I gave him to put up. for me, 
v-hen I came in Priſoner, I Have uſed it, ſaid he 
and like it, and for that Reaſon I never will part frm 
it. Give me the Nate of Hand, ſaid I, if you'll ni 
deliver me my Whip, No! he would not! 
Thus this Monfter ſerves every unhappy Perſon 
that falls under his Clutches. He is upholded in his 
Villany, and there's no Redreſs to be met with, he 
having the Protection of Gentlemen, who are not ac- 
quainted with his turbulent Temper, and arrogant 
Behaviour.
